When we started planning the 1993 
conference, From the Ground Up: Con- 
serving Ontario's 19th Century Towns 
and Neighbourhoods, we did not as- 
sume that towns and cities could or 
should remain unchanged. Instead, we 
accepted as a fact that areas change and 
focussed on issues such as infill, loss of 
open space and parking problems 
which characterise change in Ontario's 
older communities in the late 20th cen- 
tury. 

Council was delighted with the re- 
sponse to the appeal for funds to finish 
the interior of the Skinner/Jackson 
House in Camden East. Thanks to the 
generosity of members and the hard 
work and skill of the tenant, Randy 
Rhem, much of the work has been com- 
pleted. Donations to the appeal are still 
being accepted and we are now ready 
to receive donations to help us furnish 
the house and rent it as a 'heritage holi- 
day cottage'. 

For many years, the membership of 
the ACO has been stable. This year's 
budget is based on 500 additional 
memberships. In the same way that 
everyone can contribute to an appeal, 
everyone can attract new members. It 
sounds simplistic, but if every member 
brought in one additional membership 
we would have at least 2000 new mem- 
bers. More clout and more revenue for 
the ACO, and more members to call on 
for help!

Council News 

CRUICKSTON PARK FARM 

Alerted by Heritage Cambridge presi- 
dent Lynda Schneider, Julia Beck has 
been in contact with the University of 
Guelph concerning a possible threat to 
this provincially significant site. 
Cruickston Park Farm is a 1000 acre ag- 
ricultural estate in North Dumfries 
Township which was bequeathed to 
the University by the Wilks family in 
the hope and expectation that it would 
carry on its agricultural tradition. The 
University has struck an Advisory 



Committee to consider the develop- 
ment or sale of part of the property and 
to seek public input on the matter. The 
Farm includes an historic building 
complex and ecologically significant 
natural areas. A preliminary brief has 
been submitted based on advice from 
Advisory Board and other members 
who are familiar with the estate. 

CAMDEN EAST 

Donations for work on the Skinner- 
Jackson house are expected to reach 
$4,000 by March 1. Photographs of 
work carried out to date prove Randy 
Rhem to be a master carpenter. In addi- 
tion to putting the interior in shape, our 
tenant's presence has lowered insu- 
rance costs and provided security. Our 
hope is that Mr. Rhem will agree to 
stay on under new terms when the 
work is completed, with part of the 
house made available for vacation ren- 
tal. 

HIDDEN TREASURES 

The first of the announced bus tours 
along historic highways has been con- 
firmed: the bus will leave Toronto on 
Thursday June 3, with pickups in Cam- 
bridge and London, heading for Wind- 
sor, Amherstburg, St. Thomas, and 
London, and returning to Toronto Sun- 
day evening. Cost to members, includ- 
ing accommodation and all meals ex- 
cept Sunday supper, will be $355.00.

Mr. Gilles Miramontes, President, 
opened the Meeting and extended a 
warm welcome to the more than 50 
members in attendance 

MINUTES: 

It was moved by Mr. Basil Kuglin, sec- 
onded by Mrs. Marian Garland, that 
the minutes of the previous Annual 
General Meeting be received and ac- 
cepted as circulated. CARRIED. 

FINANCIAL REPORT: 

Mr. Rob Roberti, Treasurer, presented 
the Statement of Receipts and Disburse- 
ments for the year ended December 
31st, 1991, together with the Auditors' 
Report and Notes to the Statement. He 
thanked the Branch Treasures for their 
work throughout the year and ex- 
plained to other members present that 
all Branch and Council finances are in- 
cluded in the Annual Statement. He re- 
ported that Council had agreed to a 
write-down on the Camden East prop- 
erty to bring its valuation in line with 
current market levels. Mrs. Dashwood 
queried the large increase in office ex- 
penses shown in the Auditor's Report. 
Mr. Roberti pointed out that this was 
the first year of processing GST, and 
that two Branches had special activities 
requiring large outlays. Mr. Nicholas 
Hill moved acceptance of the Financial 
Report, seconded by Mrs. A.K. Scul- 
thorpe.

APPOINTMENT OF AUDITORS: 

It was moved by Mr. Roberti, seconded 
by Mrs. Betty Dashwood, that Black- 
well Sparks, Chartered Accountants, be 
appointed Auditors for the coming 
year, and that Council be authorized to 
fix their remuneration. CARRIED. 



PRESIDENT'S REPORT: 

Mr. Miramontes commended the or- 
ganization on the progress noted since 
he first attended Council meetings in 
1985, remarking that the spirit of coop- 
eration has continued to grow. He la- 
mented certain grave losses to the 
Province, notably the demolition of the 
Talbot Block in London, despite heroic 
efforts to save it; and the regrettable 
changes to Barnum House. The Presi- 
dent reported that revision of the by- 
laws in accordance with the direction 
of the last Annual General Meeting was 
completed and would be submitted to 
Council after legal scrutiny. He ex- 
pressed his regret at the loss from the 
Executive of Past President, Mr. Roy 
Turner, Senior Vice-President Spencer 
Higgins, and Vice-President John Boul- 
den, and thanked them for their past 
and future service to the ACO.

• Mr. Hill requested that Mr. Keefer 
report to the Meeting on the status 
of the proposed revision of the On- 
tario Heritage Act. After some pre- 
liminary explanation, Mr. Keefer put 
forward the following recommen(iatioa• 
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Whereas the Architectural Conservancy 
of Ontario (ACO) was founded in 1933 to 
preserve Ontario*s architecture, and where- 
as the ACO has been operating under the 
existing Heritage Act and knows full well 
its shortcomings and inadequacies, it is rec- 
ommended that: 

the proposed new heritage legislation 
in Ontario must alleviate the state of 
confrontation that currently exists be- 
tween LACACs and their Councils 
and between the process of the de- 
scription of heritage properties and 
their owners; 

the proposed new heritage legislation 
and policies, programmes, and pro- 
cesses it creates, must clearly estab- 
lish a system by which priorities are 
uniformly and universally instituted 
and protection and funding are relat- 
ed to those priorities; 

• the status of LACACs be elevated from 
advisory committees to standing com- 
mittees of Municipal Councils; 

• statutory protection be available for 
any site in either private or public 
hands; 

• provincial designation be made by the 

Crown in the absence of a LACAC or 
for sites of provincial importance 
when municipal councils refuse to 
act; 

• "permanent" designation be available 
for sites of provincial significance; 

• the process now named "designation" 
be renamed and that all confrontation 
now associated with the process of de- 
scription take place at an appeal board 
level, the appeal board to be an at- 
arms-length board similar in nature 
to the current Conservation Review 
Board but with more financial and lo- 
gistical support and a higher profile. 

• It was moved by Mrs. Sue Gardin- 
er, seconded by Mrs. Joyce Arndt, 
that Mr. Keefer's recommendations 
be endorsed by the Annual General 
Meeting. Mr. John Rutledge and Mr. 
Bob Rowell queried the wisdom of 
changing the term "designation". 
Mr. Keefer agreed that their objec- 
tions would be duly noted when he 
presents his report to the Ontario 
Heritage Alliance. Mr. Hill noted 
that the item concerning standing 



committee status for LACACs had 
been inadvertently omitted from the 
reading of the recommendations, 
and he therefore moved, seconded 
by Mrs. Sculthorpe, that this be in- 
cluded in the recommendations. 
CARRIED. The motion of support 
for the recommendations put for- 
ward by Mr. Keefer was then put to 
a vote. CARRIED. 

• Dr. Peter Stokes proposed that a 
gesture of thanks be made for the 
very great support given to the 
ACO by the late Mr.. Kenneth Clark, 
and invited members to suggest a 
suitable means for doing so. 

• Mrs. Marian Garland asked for ad- 
vice from those present in dealing 
with a proposed development in 
Port Hope. 

• Mr. Michael Baker noted that the 
Ministry of Culture and Communi- 
cations is proposing cuts in the Des- 
ignated Property Grants pro- 
gramme in 1993. Mr. Baker moved, 
seconded by Mr. Michael Keefe, that 
whereas the Designated Property 
Grants have resulted directly in the 
designation and restoration of hun- 
dreds of examples of Ontario's ar- 
chitectural heritage, be it resolved 
that the Architectural Conservancy 
of Ontario Inc. indicates its opposi- 
tion to any reduction in moneys di- 
rected to these grants. CARRIED. 

• The President announced a fund- 
raising event organized by Mrs. 
Donna Baker to take place at the 
Royal Canadian Yacht Club on June 
14th, 1992, and urged other mem- 
bers and Branches to initiate fund- 
raising activities on behalf of the 
ACO. 

• Mrs. Beck thanked the retiring Pres- 
ident, Mr. Miramontes, for his hard 
work under difficult circumstances 
over the past two years.

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REVISION OF ACO BY-LAW No.l 



Full copies of the By-law showing amendments made by Council are held at the head office of the 
Conservancy and by all Branch presidents, and will also be available at the annual meeting. 

Change the wording of the By-law to inclusive language throughout, e.g. his to his or her. 

Clause 2. ADD: It shall be held at the head office of the ACO or at such other place as the directors may from time to 

time decide. 

Clause 3. INSERT: line 5, after "Past President": the chairman of the Advisory Board. 

Clause 4. DELETE: last sentence. If the number of directors is increased between the terms, a vacancy or vacancies, to the 

number of the authorized increase, shall thereby be deemed to have occurred, which may be filled in the manner above 
provided. 

Clause 5. DELETE: sentence 3. No formal notice of any such meeting shall be necessary if all the directors are present, or if 

those absent have signified their consent to the meeting being held in their absence. 

DELETE: sentence 5. Notice of such meetings shall be delivered, telephoned or telegraphed to each director not less 
than 14 days before the meeting is to take place or shall be mailed to each director not less than 14 days before the 
meeting is to take place, and in its place 

INSERT: Notice of such meetings shall be mailed to directors not less than 21 days before the meeting is to take 
place or delivered, telephoned or faxed to the directors not less than 7 days before the meeting is to take place. 
ADD: at end of clause The president is required to call a meeting of branch presidents at least once in each fiscal 
year. 

Clause 6. DELETE: and any director may at any tune waive notice of any such meeting and may ratify and approve of any or 

all proceedings taken. 

Clause 12 DELETE: in line 4 of the seal of the Conservancy - see Clause 2. 

Clause 17 DELETE: in line 1 outstanding 

INSERT: after "architects" professionals in related fields 

DELETE: in line 2 who have shown an interest in architectural conservation and in its place 
INSERT: known to Council 

DELETE: in line 3 Advisory Board members shall be appointed by the Council and 

INSERT: A list of Advisory Board members shall be submitted to Council for approval at the June meeting of 
Council each year. 

Clause 18.1 DELETE: in lines 2-4 either the President or Senior Vice-President and by the Secretary or the Treasurer, and the 

Secretary or in her absence any director shall affix the seal of the Conservancy to such instruments as require the same 
and in its place 

INSERT: by any two of the signing officers who are defined as the President, the Senior Vice-President, the 
Secretary, the Treasurer and are authorised to fix the seal of the Conservancy to such instruments as require 
the same 

Clause 22 (b) INSERT: in line 3 after "Council" and to be reviewed from time to time 

Clause 22 (c) DELETE: in line 1 called for the purpose and in lines 3-4 or who, in the opinion of the Council, is capable of 

rendering bnportant or distinguished service, 
Clause 22 (d) INSERT: Supporting Member: A Supporting Member is a member who is admitted to membership on payment 

of a set annual fee, to be determined by Council and reviewed from time to time, and who receives certain 

privileges to be determined by Council from time to time. This is a new sub-clause. 
Clause 22 (h) DELETE: A Member may elect to be a Senior Member at a reduced rate upon reaching the age of 65, if such reduced 

rate is offered by his or her Branch and in its place 

INSERT: A Branch may admit to membership at a reduced rate individuals over the age of 65. 

Clause 24.2 DELETE: in line 12 telegraph and in its place INSERT: fax 

DELETE: in the last sentence ; provided that any meetings of members may be held at any tune and place without such 
notice if all the members of the Conservancy are present thereat or represented by proxy duly appointed, and at such 
meeting any business may be transacted which the Conservancy at annual or general meetings may transact 

Clause 24.3 DELETE: in lines 3-4 and any member may at any time waive notice of any such meeting and may ratify, approve 

and confirm any or all proceedings taken or had thereat 

Clause 28.4 ADD: at the end of the sentence or a Secretary or Treasurer, each of whom shall be in good standing as members 
of the Conservancy 

Clause 28.5 DELETE: within three months following the close of the Branch 's fiscal year 

INSERT: by 31st. January each year. The branch treasurer is required to submit a portion of each branch 

membership fee to Council, the amount to be set by Council from time to time, and ADD 
Clause 28.6 Activities : A branch shall hold two or more executive committee meetings, one or more general meetings and 

one or more other activities every calendar year and such other functions as Council may decide from time to 

time. 

Clause 32 DELETE: on line 3 such officer or officers, agent or agents and in its place 

INSERT: any two officers or an officer and an agent 

DELETE: on line 9 Any one of such officers or agents so appointed and in its place 
INSERT: The Treasurer or other person appointed by Council.
